Details of One of French’s 
Most Spectacular Deals 
Revealed. 


Chicago, 
August 
26.—The 
cauldron of frenzied finance, of** 
which Charles 
W. trench and 
“Honest John” Worthington are 
said to 
have been the “master 
minds”* boiled over today. 
Federal agents unearthed an en­ 
tirely new list of 
alleged 
con­ 
spirators, involving twelve more 
prominent business men of the 
middle w est. This list was found 
among the 
personal papers of 
French confiscated in Milwaukee 
along with •1,000,000 in bonds* 
These papers also revealed that 
the alleged arch swindlers had 
used the names of such men as 
Henry Ford and H. J* Firestone, 
multi-millionaire auto manufac­ 
turers, in several of their alleged 
“wild cat schemes.” 


Chicago, August 25.—Charles W. 
French, known to his associates as a 
“financial wizard” and declared by 
federal officials to be the “greatest 
swindler of the century,” sat in his 
cell here today and proclaimed his 
own “unquestioned integrity.” Mean­ 
time, according to assistant U. S. 
District Attorney John V. Clinnin, 
the web of evidence 
that 
involves 
French and a score of his henchmen 
in questionable 
financial 
schemes 
that may reach the huge total of $50. 
000,000 was being woven tighter. 
French painted himself a financial 
Moses who sought to lead ailing con­ 
cerns out of the wilderness of busi­ 
ness depression. 
He insisted all of 
his transactions were legal and blam­ 
ed his troubles on a group of “power­ 
ful financiers” who resented his suc­ 
cess in the flotation of huge business 
projects. 
Confessions 
from 
two more 
of 
French’s alleged associates, according, 
to Clinnin, detailed methods by which 
more than thirty business firms were 
enticed into floating $20,000,000 in 
fake 
securities. 
The 
confessions 
were made by Elmer L. Gerber of 
Cleveland and Charles Strobe! of Ak­ 
ron, Ohio. 
Most of the firms in­ 
volved were said to be Ohio concerns. 
Gerber and Strobel, Clinnin assert­ 
ed, admitted that they had collected 
in the Last three months, more than 
$15,000,000 in unsecured 
industrial 
paper for French. 
Although refus­ 
ing to make known the names of the 
firms, federal officials revealed that 
the automobile concerns, lumber com­ 
panies and dealers in rubber goods 
and chemicals were the chief victims. 
Both Gerber and Strobel asserted 
they had known French for years and 
that they had no idea he was “crook­ 
ed.” “I saw him only as a financial 
wizard,” Gerber said. 
“French came to us with an idea 
which he said would save the country 
from a terrible financial collapse,” 
Strobel said. 
“Many firms needed 
more credit. 
Cleveland ban'fTs refus­ 
ed further loans. The firms were only 
too glad to agree to our terms.” 
Details of one of 
French’s 
most 
spectacular deals also was revealed 
today. 
It involved the moving of 
the factory of the American Rubber 
company to Centralia, Ills., if the 
city would pay a $50,000 bonus.

was 
raised and paid to French by Cen­ 
tralia business men who desired to 
have the $1,000,000 factory, located 
in their town. 
Discovery of further bogus securi- 
ti es ti eld by French and his associates 
in their operations was expected to 
day at Milwaukee.

French’s agent there, according to his 
own confession already has uncovered 
more than $1,000,000 in securities of 
doubtful value.

Berlin, August 25.— The start.© of 
war between the United States and 
Germany which had been in effect 
since April 6, 1917, was form al# 
terminated late today. The separate 
treaty of peace between this cohn- 
try* and Germany was signed at the 
foreign office reestablishing peace.. 


Washington, August 25—Secretary 
of State Hughes has cleared up the

Blaze Breaks Out On Pier 
and Rapidly Spreads 
Late Thursday. 


Hoboken, N. J., Aug. 25.—A mili­ 
tary board of inquiry was to meet 
here today to determine the cause 
of the $500,000 
fire that last night 
destroyed piers, five and six, military 
headquarters 
and several smaller 
buildings. The bodies of 4,70() sold­ 
ier dead, brought home from France, 
were saved by the valiant efforts of 
troops stationed at the piers, aided 
by 
Hoboken citizens- The lria^t 
steamer Leviathan, formerly, the Vat- 
erland, was saved from destruction al­ 
though her super structure was burn­ 
ed and her sides badly scorched. 
The fire was discovered on 
the 
middle of pier five, early last even­ 
ing. It spread through the wooden 
pieir quickly and tile whole water 
front seemed a raging mass of flames 
within a few minutes. The fire con­ 
tinued to spread until about IO o clock 
when it was finally brought under 
control. Firemen from Hoboken, Jer­ 
sey City and New York- worked until 
early dawn today, however, before the 
blaze was completely mastered. 
Nothing was known today of the 
cause of the blaze. Military officials 
inclined to the 
belief that it was 
caused by crossed wires. 
A man who gave his name as Albert 
Kramer was taken into custody at 
the scene of the blaze early today. 
Detectives thought his actions were 
suspicious. 
He declared he was at­ 
tracted to the scene simply by curios- 
ty. He said he was in Passaic wiieq 
the fire started last night. 
1,500 bodies of the soldier dead 
were on pier four which was badly da­ 
maged- 
When it 
became 
apparent 
that the blaze was going to reach 
that pier troops were at once rushed 
there to move the bodies to safety. 
The weight of the caskets made the 
task of moving the bodies a hard 
one and it was feared the soldiers 
would not be able to accomplish it in 
time. 
O fficers directing the work 
appealed to the crowd that had been 
attracted by the fire to help. 
Hun- 
reds volunteered immediately and thq 
caskets were all removed to a place of 
safety before the flames could reach 
them. 
A score of tug boats were called out 
to move the Leviathan out into the 
river but as it was low tide the giant 
liner was bedded on the river bottom 
and could not be budged- A fire boat 
then squeezed its way between the 
burning pier and the Leviathan and 
kept steady streams of water pour­ 
ing on to the sides of the vessel. Of­ 
ficials, declared today that this “water 
screen” had saved the Leviathan from 
heavy damage.

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PUBLIC OPINION 
WILL SUSTAIN 
PENNSYLVANIA R. R* 
AGAINST THE LABOR BOARD. 


At a meeting on Monday at the Pennsylvania Railroad Branch J 
of the Y. M. C. A., in Philadelphia, representatives of the employes 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad met the m anagem ent of th at road 
to discuss the situation brought about by a recent ruling of the 
United States Labor Board pertaining to employe-management 
representation. 
General W. W. A tterbury, vice president of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, presided. 
Employe representatives were present from 
all over the system, representing the maintenance of way, signal, 
shop crafts, clerical and miscellaneous departm ents. There were 
approximately 1200 employes present, completely filling the large 
auditorium in the Y. M. .C A. Building. 
About 80,000 employes of the road were represented, the 
representatives having been chosen by company ballot in recent 
elections. 
There were also members of System Federation No. 
90, the Pennsylvania Railroad's branch of the Railway Division 
of the American Federation of Labor, most of whom refused to 
vote at the last company election and who are still holding out 
for the adoption of the working agreements made by the United 
States Labor Board. 
About 300 invitations to attend the m eeting were sent to 
members of System Federation No. 90, and while no figures were 
given out, it was stated th a t a large num ber had accepted and 
were present at the meeting. 
At the opening of the meeting General W. W. A tterbury said 
he considered the system of employe representation proposed by 
the Labor Board as unfair, largely because it would make possi­ 
ble a large number of men who have no direct connection with the 
railroad eligible to cast votes for employe representation. 
He 
said that he felt that the affairs of the company should be con­ 
fined to employes of the company and to none others, outside of 
the management. 
He further gave as his opinion that arrangements and agree- J 
ments between the management and employes of the road should 
come from the bottom up, rather than from the top down; that is, 
•T^hat they should come as the initiative of the employes instead of 
being arbitrary codes placed upon the employes without their 
consent or knowledge until after a board p r other body had es­ 
tablished them. 
Following General A tterbury’s address, employe representa­ 
tives were called upon to make rem arks or to voice opinions con­ 
cerning the system of employe balloting for representation which 
is now in force on the road. 
E ight speakers took up the subject from the employe stand­ 
point and gave their experiences under che present code. All of 
the speakers were chairm en of employe representative com m it-, 
tees from the various departm ents, and it so happened th at they 
were all members of the union. 
The reports which they gave from their respective districts 
and the opinions which they expressed were stated to be uni­ 
formly 
in 
favor 
of 
the 
system 
which 
is 
now 
em­ 
ployed 
for 
representation 
on 
the 
Pennsylvania 
road. 
They 
were, 
without 
exception, 
in 
hearty 
accord 
with 
the plan and expressed themselves as being satisfied with the 
treatm ent they had received from the m anagem ent; th at they 
were satisfied th at the ballot on which they had been elected 
was fair to all concerned; th at the schedules of working condi- \ 
tions were mutually satisfactory and fairly negotiated; that they 
expected the management to stand by these agreem ents and th at 
they would stand by the management. 
The employe speakers were: 
Edward O’Neil, chairman of 
the accounting departm ent, clerical forces; L. I. Kennedy, general 
chairman of the maintenance-of-way departm ent; G. C. Malsjo, 
general chairman of the signal departm ent; C. G. Larson, general 
chairman of the Altoona shop crafts; A. C. Meyers, who spoke for 
Mr. Tobias, general chairm an of Altoona clerical force; C. B. 
Althouse, general chairm an, miscellaneous forces, Eastern region; 
F. J. Garren, general chairman, clerical forces, Eastern region; 
T. H. Davis, general chairm an, shop crafts, Eastern region. 
Unionism played no part in the meeting, though all of the 
speakers were union men and many others who attended also 
belong to the union. 
The question that was specifically raised 
was the success or failure, as expressed by the men themselves, 
of the ballot plan of company representation th a t has been adopt­ 
ed and put into force. 
A t the conclusion of the meeting General A tterbury spoke 
I directly to members of the clerks’ organization of System Federa­ 
tion No. 90, who refused to vote at the last company election, and I 
expressed the hope th a t they would be convinced from the re­ 
marks made ny employes whr bad voiced th eir opinions on the 
company election plan th a t it was a system which insured fair 
treatment from the m anagem ent to the employes and th at ob- 
, jections which certain employes have held against the system 
were proven false by statem ents from rpresentatives of the men 
thmselves. 
According to an unofficial statem ent made, members of the 
System Federation No. 90 are reported to be withdrawing their 
objection to the company plan in greater numbers every week. 
The hope was expressed th a t by the time other elections are held 
there would be a large m ajority of the Federation No. OO men who 
I would join in with the company plan and vote for employe rep­ 
resentatives. 
It was sa. I tne m eeting was the cniei object th at the manage­ 
ment had in mind when it asked the Labor Board for a fifteen- 
day extension in time on the date set 
by th a t board for com­ 
pliance with its demands on the m atter of employe representation 
The tim e extension expires on Thursday night, August 25. 
But it was made very c.ear 
by railroad officials 
th a t no 
fu rth er action from the road to comply with the Labor Board’s 
ruling was contemplated. 
The company has taken the attitude 
that it has adopted a f olicy which it believes is proper and that 
it intends to adhere to th a t regardless of other things. 
The 
I m eeting was largely a dem onstration to employes, whether con­ 
verted to the company’ plan or not, th at the adopted system is 
working to the satisfaction of both the employes and the manage­ 
ment. 
The next step to be taken is a notification to the Labor 
Board th a t the m eeting was held, thus placing fu rth er action up 
to th at board.
